SUDDENLY 
SUMMONED HOME 


End of a Career That Abounds With 


Courage, Loyalty and Patri- 


otism. 


WASHINGTON, January 10.—General 


Benjamin F. Bailor, lawyer, statesman, 
politician and millionaire, died at hi4 
Washington residence at 1.30 this 
(Wednesday) morning. 
The General 


had been in this city mnch of this win' 
ter watching a case in which he was in- 
terested iu the aupreme court. He was 
a familiar figure at tha sessions of that1 


body, and his age aud general impair- 
ment of health were matters of comment 
time and again, finally a few weeks 
ago tbe case was decided against him. 


Whether or nut the loss of this case, 


to which he baa paid such close atten- 
tion, brought anythinR more than the 
casual defeat, will never be known. His 
death created immense surprise SB it 
was not even known that be was ailing, 
any more than any man who bad lived 
and labored so lon£ Jo the world. The 
announcement of bis death from heart 
failure creatud intense astonishment, 
and at this hoar details are vary meagre. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock this morning 


the General was attacked with a fit of 
coughing which awakened a manaar- 
'aiit who occupied an adjoining room. 
He at once hastened to the General's 
ledeide aud asked him what was the 
matter. 


The General in tbe meanwhile had 
one to the bathroom adjoining, whither 
he valet hastened and offered assist- 
ance. 


The General mentioned that his ex- 


pectoration waa discolored with blood. 


He did not appear to think seriously 


of the matter, however, and the valet 
assisted him to his bed. Ho apparently 
vent to sleDp, but bis heavy breathing 
again caused alarm and immediate a£- 
listance was summoned. 


T^ro physicians arrived in fifteen min- 


utee, but the General was then In ex- 
.remis. 
The doctors BO informed his 


;wo nieces and nephew, who were at his 
>edside, aud death ensued almost im- 
mediately.

Yesterday they pissed by the house of 


Mr. Chenoweth at 2222 Stanislaus street. 
Mr. Ohenoweth's little boy, 6 years old, 
was walking on stilt: in tho yard. One 
of the boys was eefn to raise his gun, 
take deliberate aim at the Chenoweth 
boy and fire. The bullet etruuk the lit- 
tle (eltow ou the left temple about an 
inch from the eye, cutting the skin and 
raising a lump as lame aa a pigeon's egg. 
The chock knocked tha wounded boy ofl 
the stilts and ho waa severely brui&ed 
by the fall. 


Aftpr the shooting the young ruffians 


ran away and hid in the bruah, where 
they were canght by Mr. Chenoweth 
and drubbed. Charles Skinner is the 
name of the shooter's companion. Mr. 
Chenoweth did not learn the name o: 
ihe shooter, but he ia believed to bo of 
the name of White. He has been ctius 
ing a great deal of annoyance io the 
neighborhood by shooting chickens auc 
dogs iu private yarde.

Edgar J. Vernell, charged with for 


«ery, appeared before Judge Holmes yea 
terday for arraignment. He refused the 
services of an attorney and stated he 
wanted to plead guilty then and there 
and have the matter dispoesd of. He 
entered his plea accordingly and waived 
time for sentence, Jodge Holmes gave 
him five years at Folsom. 


Vernell is the man who impersonated 


a young Englishman named T. Aubrey 
Peart, securing $280 thereby. He had 
met Peart in the mountains and dnriof 
the latter's abeencB one day rummaget 
araoDg hie papers aud secured sufficient 
information concerning Pearl's family to 
serve his turn. 


Yernell came to this city and cablad to 


Peart's father at tsirininKham, England, 
for £60, staling ho hud a big land bar- 
gain. The elder Pearl answered that he 
would send the money as soon as he 
hoard from hia eon by letter. Vernell 
replied that he had written and again 
demanded taut £60 bu cabled him, sign- 
ing Peait's name, of course. 


The'money was sent, Varnell getting 


it through the First National bank, lie 
lost 110 time in leaving this city, going to 
New York, where ho was captured a few 
weebe ago. times Vernell'u capture it 
ha3 been ascertained that he was guilty 
of considerable crooked work before his 
last"offense. He seems to have exer- 
cised his createst efforts, however, in 
victimizing Peart'a people. 


Among the letters he had taken frcm 


Pe&rt's trnnk he found several from 
Miss -Cornnel), a lady friend of Pearl's 
partner, William McElligott.

Vernell arrived ' in New Yorjc 
ho 


wroto to the lady, telling a story of 
blasted hope and sickness, and asking 
her to send him money with which tc 
pay his fare home. If e signed tbo letter 
with McEIHgott'flnarneand waited for the 
money. It never came, but a constable 
did, who brought Vernell back to Fre£no 
to acswir for his offense.

ihe locomotive engineer arrested in Oak- 
land a few daya ago on suspicion of hav- 
ing innidered MUs K. O. Ayra, station 
agent at Brighton. 


It has been learned lhat Jefferia' flrat 


wild fleeared a divorce from him in Ban 
Francisco in 1884, became he tried to 
place her in a hoaae of ill-fame. 


He married hia present wile in 1880, 


and then, without the formality ol a di- 
vorce, was wedded to Mies Ayres in San 
FrftncMCO last Jnly. 


The Bee published a story to the effect 


that the officers are now searching for a 
Swede, who is believed to have cither 
committed the crime (or Jeffries or as- 
sisted him in it, The Swede worked on 
ranches in the neighborhood of Brighton. 
Jeffries was acquainted with him, and it 
is thought induced him to do the deed 
lor all or a portion of the several hun- 
dred dollars which it is supposed the 
woman kept in the building. 
Early on the morning of the murder 


the Swede was seen in this city spending 
money freely in ft number o! saloons, 
bnt later in the day he disappeared. 
Now it is thought ha is ou a ranch 1.1 
Colnsn county, where officers from 
Marysville will go.

Not only aie 
bills etowed away in greasy wallets and 
hidden in noisome corners, bnt they are 
kept and bandied by all clawes and con- 
ditions of men. One of tbe profebsional 
men employed to conduct the investiga^ 
tion in question reports tbat a one dollar 
bill he examined contained three kinds 
of bacteria, and tbat the culture made of 
tbe notes submitted to him showed that 
there were bacteria colonies on each one 
of them capable of invading tha human 
system.

Before the gutters were plast- 
erod the offensive liquids to a consider- 
able extent were absorbed by tbe sand 
in tbe crevices between tbe granite 
blocks, but now it mast all evaporate or 
baswflptaway by band and scattered 
over tbe street to evaporate tba more 
rapidly. 


This will be a sorious nuisance when 


tbe hot weather ccmee. It will be a 
Standing menace to tbe health and lives 
of the community. 


Tbo Triangle baa proved beyond a

They testified that Mrs. Grady was of 


good character and that her reputation, 
was also goad. Christina Andreas testi- 
fied that (Jrady had on one occasion 
thrown a shoe at Mrs. Grady, and at an- 
other time poured a pan of water on her. 
The witness was working for the Uradys 
when theaa things happened. 


Stephen D. Buti, another witness, 


had formerly lived with the Gradys. Ho 
was with them for quite a time. Home- 
times Grady treated his wife well and at 
others he was harsh. They quarreled 
every now and then. Grady and his 
wife bad a quarrel in 1SSS and Mrs. 
Grady threatened to go east. Mr. 
Grady said he would slap her, but did 
not. Husband aud wife became rapidly 
estranged after this. 


Mrs. Gradv, tbe plaintiff, was put ou 


the stand a few minutes before adjourn- 
ment. She testified as to the owner- 
ship of Borne property and had no more 
than bsgun the recital of her woes when 
the court adjourned till this morning at 
10 o'clock. 


Tho ground on which Mrs. Grady asks 


for a divorce is the cruel and inhuman 
treatment' of her by the defendant, nn- 
uieroos instances of which aro cited in 
her complaint.

Whereas, At a meeting of the dele 


gates appointed by the board of supe 
visors of Mariposa, Merced, Fresno, Tn 
lare and Kern counties to consider an 
devise measures looking to the protectio 
of tbe mining, stock raising and lumbe 
interests within the limits of the reeer 
vition recently established, after due in 
yestigatiOQ it was the unanimous opin 
ion that the use of the said reseivatio 
for the purpose of pasturing horses, cat 
tie and sheep, with proper restrictions 
is not detrimental to the best interests o 
the county at iarga, or the protection o 
the watersheds of the vario'is stream 
having their sources therein. 


That, without tbe nae of the said landi 


for the pasturing of stock, a great lost 
and serioue damage will reeuU to hnn 
dredu of stockmen who are actual real, 
dents of the said reservation, as. well aa 
stockmen who use the high Sierras as a 
eummer range for their herds. 


Therefore, the convention requests thai 


tbe lands within the h.nindarf>a of the 
reservation be leased hy the governmeu 
to citizens of tbe United States for a 
nominal earn, with sufficient restrictions 
in the nee of such, in quantities to suil 
the convenience of tho citizens of tht 
said counties, giving prtftrence 'to old 
residents and actual settlers. 


Wo would also recommend and request 


that the mining interests and claims, 
legally acquired prior to the reservation, 
be recognized and protected by the gov- 
ernment; that rights of way, timber, 
etc., necessary to the development, and 
operation of 'he mines, be granted to the 
owners, under such regulations and 
arrangements aa may be authorized by 
tho government. 


The lumber interest, also, which forms 


an important part of the revenues of a 
large number of the citizens of thn said 
counties, would also sutler should no 
timber be allowed to be cut. We,there- 
fore, recommend and request that tim- 
ber suitable for commercial purposes he 
sold by the government in limited quan- 
tities and under proper restrictions.

A. & P- Railroad Men to Make Their 


Homefl In Prefino. 


A new auVnv haa jast befn estab- 


lished on 920 Mies two miles northwest 
of this aty, the colonists leing twenty- 
eight employees of tbe Atlantic i Pacific 
Bailroad company ia Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
They made the purchase from the Fer- 


rin Brothers abontay'ar ago, and this 
uetaon they have benan the work of 
'improving and planting the tract. The 
wort ie being done under contract by 
George W. Fuller, under the djrection of 
the manager, J. P. Greene. Up to date 
the entiro tract, which consists of a rich 
red bozwalloif, has been leveled aud 
flooded witb water, and the ground pre- 
pared for planting.

Five hundred acres will be put in 


raiain vines, 2S5 acrea in trees, chiefly 
paacbee, and about 80 acres in alfalfa, 
leaving various tracte for building aitea 
and grounds. 
The families of several of the members 


'will take op their residence in tbe col- 
ony thia spring as floon as housea can 
be built for them. 
The tract is under fence, and wui un- 


doubtedly be made one oi the most 
thriving and beautiful of the colonies 
for which Fresno ia famona.

The st'le of drier now in vogue 'is too 
expensive and beyond the reach of the 
average twenty-acre vlneyanHBt, ana 
Mr. Dora, coming from gooa olri Yantee 
stock, proceeded to rgitate tbe gray mat- 
tor in his brain with the result tbat he 
succeeded in constructing a drier at an 
expense of only $250. 


With this machine, which has 


capacity of 3500 t ays, he cured his soc- 
ond crop, and also tbe second crop o 
several of bia neighbors. It takes from 
two to six days to do the work, accord- 
ing to the condition of the grapes when 
put in. Instead of expensive furnace? 
or engines, Mr. Dore uses two large 
heating stoves, with which he can raise 
tbe temperature of the drier to any de- 
sired degree. 


The ventilating: apparatus is exceed-
